On his return, all levels of French society welcomed 
Napoleon, In his absence, the Quadruple Alliance had 
installed Louis XVIII as King of French, A weak and ineffec- 


tive leader, he quickly lost the confidence of the French pop- - 


ulation. This news had reached Napoleon on Elba, and it was 
the peoples’ dissatisfaction that convinced him to return. 


Napoleon was born on the island of Corsica in 1769. At the 
age of sixteen, he joined the French army as an artillery offi- 
cer, and rose to become a general before reaching the age of 
thirty. His military exploits made him a national hero, and in 
1799 he was asked to lead France as First Consul, Five years 
later, he became the Emperor. 


During his fifteen-year rule, Napoleon's accomplishments 
transformed France into a modern nation-state. One of his 
most radical changes was the introduction of compulsory, 
state funded, education for young men. His most significant 
achievement was the completion of the Napoleonic Code in 
1804, This still serves as the basis for French civil law. 


After becoming Emperor in 1804, Napoleon used his army to 
spread French influence across Europe, expanding the French 
Empife to include most of western Europe, Spain, and parts 
of Italy. His decision to invade Russia in 1812 proved to be 
his undoing, Defeated by the brutal Moscow winter, his

After escaping from Elba, Napoleon marched triumphantly 
into Paris on 'March:20 as Louis XVIll fled. The Quadruple 
Alliance refused to tolerate his presence, declaring war on 
France on March 25, 1815. 


With no option but to face his enemies, Napoleon assembled 
an-army: of 100,000 men and marched to meet the British 
and Prussian armies. Encountering his opponents at 
Waterloo, Napoleon's army was defeated and France again 
surrendered. His return had lasted only a hundred days. This 
time the victors exiled Napoleon to St, Helena, a remote

‘Several studies show that peo- 
ple who are competent in more 
than one language outscore 
those who are speakers of only 
one language on tests of verbal 
and nonverbal intelligence.
